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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions that are 
not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCI Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-14, drawn to azabicyclic compounds with a 1,2-diazine moiety, 
their pharmaceutical compositions, a process for preparing them, and methods of using 
them. 

Group II, claims 1-14, drawn to azabicyclic compounds with 1,3-diazine moiety, 
their pharmaceutical compositions, a process for preparing them, and methods of using 
them. 

Group III, claims 1-14, drawn to azabicyclic compounds with pyridine moiety, 
their pharmaceutical compositions, a process for preparing them, and methods of using 
them. 

Each group as set forth above lacks unity with each other group, i.e., there is no 
single general inventive concept. The unique special technical feature in each group is 
the identity of the group Y, which may be a 1,2-diazine, a 1.3-diazine or a pyridine 
moiety. The technical relationship among the inventions does not involve at least one 
common or corresponding special technical feature. The expression "special technical

feature" is defined as meaning tliose technical features that define the contribution 
which each claimed invention, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art. 

Group I invention has a special technical feature not common to Groups II and III 
and would be expected to be useful other than as disclosed for the Groups II and III 
inventions, e.g., as having 5HT3 antagonistic activity (EP Pat. 0 306 148). Group II 
invention has a special technical feature not common to Groups 1 and III and would be 
expected to be useful other than as disclosed for the Groups I and III inventions, e.g., as 
having cholinomimetic activity (EP Pat. 0 458 214). Group III invention has a special 
technical feature not common to Groups I and II and would be expected to be useful 
other than as disclosed for the Groups I and II inventions, e.g., for the treatment of 
gastrointestinal disorders (GB Pat. 2 208 385). 

A telephone call was made to Mr. Edward J. Wilusz, Jr. on January 1 1 , 2007 to 
request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an 
election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a 
right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
